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UNITED WAR WORK CAMPAIGN 
WILL REQUIRE HARD WORK 
AND LIBERAL GIVING 


During the next ten days Si¬ 
erra Madre faces the most 
strenuous bit of campaigning of 
all the drives for various war 
purposes. 

It is up to Sierra Madre to 
raise $3,000 toward the United 
War Work Fund of $170,500,000 
which is to be raised by the en¬ 
tire country in the eight days 
from Nov. 11 to 18 inclusive. 

The quota is a stiff one though 
not unreasonable. It can be done 
and it must be done. 

The influenza epidemic is the 
worst handicap with which the 
campaign committee has to con¬ 
tend. No public meetings are 
possible, not even general meet¬ 
ings of the workers. All the or¬ 
ganization work must be carried 
on by means of small group and 
personal conferences. Chairman 
Arthur Johnson Jr., has been 
putting in long and strenuous 
hours in perfecting his organiz¬ 
ation and giving instructions to 
the team captains. Instead of 
doing this all at one session, the 
whole ground must be gone over 
with each district committee. 
Why $170,500,000 

Many people do not yet com¬ 
prehend the magnitude and im¬ 
portance of this great campaign 
for the greatest outright con¬ 
tribution ever made at this or 
any other time. This money will 
provide for carrying on the work 
for our soldiers and sailors by 
the Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., Salva¬ 
tion Army, Knights of Colum¬ 
bus, Jewish Welfare Board, War 
Camp Community Service and 
the American Library Assn. 

The work of these organiza¬ 
tions is well known, especially 
that of the Y.M.C.A. Each of 
the others has an important 
place in the life of our boys in 
uniform, both in this country 
and across the water. There is 
no place where our men are sent 
which is too difficult for one or 
more of these organizations to 
follow along with the particular 
' sort of equipment to supply the 
needs of the boys in their new 
situation. Few of us who have 
received letters from the boys 
but who have received eloquent 
testimony to the big place in the 
soldier’s life occupied by these 
organizations. 

Officially Recognized 

Each of these organizations is 
recognized and its work indorsed 
by the war department. Their 
several budgets have been sulu 
mitted to and approved by the 
War Department. That the 
work is needed is the unanimous 
testimony of army officiers and 
men of all ranks. 

It was at President Wilson’s 
suggestion that all seven budg¬ 
ets are combined in one lump 
sum for the purpose of this cam¬ 
paign. This plan avoids seven 
different campaigns for as many 
different objects. The appor¬ 
tionment of the amount raised 
<"will be made pro-rata on the ba¬ 
sis of the officially approved 
budgets. 

What About Peace? 

The sooner the fighting ends 
the greater will be the need for 
this $170,500,000 fund for the 
prosecution of the work for the 
soldiers and sailors. Don’t let 
the prospect of an early peace 
dull your sense of responsibility 
for the needs of those boys. 

Every dollar of that fund and 
that may be raised besides 
be needed, even though we 
iSJ^Seace today. Our boys in

the rules of training that they 
may be fit to fight. But when 
the game has been won the 
temptation to break trainingand 
make up for the restraint of the 
past months and years will be a 
fierce one. 

At the best it will take many 
months to bring home the men 
in uniform now overseas, and a 
still longer time to absorb into 
civil life this great army of 
fighting men. During these days 
and weeks and months of com¬ 
parative idleness, relaxation, in¬ 
activity and waiting, they will 
need as never since the day they 
entered the service the friend¬ 
ship, the inspiration, the occupa¬ 
tion, the amusement and the 
strength which these great or¬ 
ganizations alone can provide 
for them. 

Do you war* to see the flower 
of the manhood of this country, 
which has brought everlasting 
glory to our nation, neglected by 
these organizations in the hour 
of its greatest need and a prey 
to fierce temptation? Then with¬ 
hold your contributions to this 
fund. 

Or do you want to see a chap¬ 
ter of moral victory and prow¬ 
ess as superb and as glorious as 
that of the victories of arms 
which have already been 
achieved added to the annals of 
this country, and high standards 
of morality maintained and per¬ 
petuated by our sons and bro¬ 
thers in the days to come? 
then give of your abundance, 
give of your poverty, but give 
without stint to this great fund.

SOLDIER IS KILLED 

ON THE RAILROAD 

Dead Body Found on Track at 
Santa Anita Early in 
Morning 

The mangled body of Private 
Herbert Clough, a soldier at¬ 
tached to the Balloon school at 
Arcadia, was found on the San¬ 
ta Fe track near Santa Anita 
station Thursday morning. It 
was evident he had been killed 
by a train some time during the 
night, hut there was nothing to 
indicate just when or how the 
tragedy occurred. 

On discovering the body, Agt. 
D. C. Knowles telephoned to the 
Balloon School and was notified 
the case would have to be taken 
in charge by the coroner’s office, 
just as in the accidental death 
of a civilian. A. T. Gay was ac¬ 
cordingly notified and brought 
the body to his undertaking es¬ 
tablishment to await the coming 
of the coroner. 

WINTER SCHEDULE 

FOR MAIL CARRIERS 

Incident to a reorganization of 
the railway mail service on the 
Ashfork and Los Angeles divi¬ 
sion, the mail formerly received 
on Tr. 17 and distributed about 
8:30 a.m., was discontinued on 
Monday. The first morning mail 
is now received and distributed 
about 10:30. 

An effort to secure some sut>- 
stitute for the discontinued 8:30 
mail is being made by Postmast¬ 
er Morgridge. The only solution 
of the problem at present seems 
to be a direct pouch from the 
Los Angeles post office to Sierra 
Madre, arriving at 7:00 or 8:00 
a.m., which would give the de¬ 
sired early service which is par¬ 
ticularly important to the busi¬ 
ness houses. 

On account of the change in 
the train schedule and the short¬ 
er days, the mail carriers have 
been given a different working 
schedule. They now leave the 
post office at 8:00 a.m., and 1:00 
p.m. On the morning trips they 
carry only mail, usually small in 
quantity except for papers, held 
over from the afternoon pre¬ 
vious. On their return to the 
post office they “work up” the 
mail which is distributed about 
10:30 and get it in shape for a 
prompt start after lunch instead 
of waiting till after the three 
o'clock mail comes in. \\ ith the 
early darkness of winter it was 
impossible for them to cover the 
routes after the afternoon mail 
came in. As a result some pa¬ 
trons frequently missed their 
afternoon mail delivery. On the 
whole, the bulk of the mail will 
be delivered by the carriers just 
as promptly and much more reg¬ 
ularly than under the old sched¬ 
ule which was often disarranged 
by lateness of trains. 

SATURDAY LAST DAY 

TO CONVERT BONDS 

The last call to holders of 4 r '< 
Liberty Ixian bonds who desire 
to convert them into the 4 Vi 9* 
bonds has been issued by the 
U.S. Treasury department. The 
final date for this conversion is 
tomorrow, Nov. 9. 

Any bank will act for bond 
holders who wish to convert 
their bonds into those bearing 
the higher interest rate. It is 
necessary for the bank to take 
1 the bonds, for which a receipt is 
given, and forward them to the 
Federal Reserve bank, where¬ 
upon the new bonds are sent out 
in exchange. 

The Federal authorities call 
attention to the probability that 
the market price of the 4% 
bonds will probably slump after 
expiration of the conversion 
privilege. Heretofore they have 
stood practically on a parity 
with the 4*4%bonds on account 
' of the conversion privi’cgc. 
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RANDALL WINS 
AGAINST FIERCE 
FIGHT 

Outstanding features of the 
California election on Tuesday 
were the election of Governor 
Stephens, with C. C. Young as 
Lieut. Governor, the re-election 
of Congresman Charles H. Ran¬ 
dall for a third term from the 
9th district, and the election of 
enough “dry” legislators to in¬ 
sure ratification of the national 
prohibition amendment. 

Although the News seldom 
ventures to make political pre¬ 
dictions, its prophecy of the 
election of Stephens and Young 
has proven to be fully justified, 
the majority approaching the 
150,000 mark. That Bell could 
have any real chance running as 
an independent and without the 
solid Democratic backing did 
not seem reasonable. 

Randall’s Remarkable Fight * 

With only ten days of cam¬ 
paigning, Congressman Randall 
won his re-election by 8,000 over 
Montaville Flowers who had put 
in six months and spent a large 
amount of money in trying to 
climb from the Chautauqua plat¬ 
form into congress. Flowers had 
the backing of the National Se¬ 
curity League and the concent¬ 
rated elforts of the state and na¬ 
tional Republican organization 
—and then lost even his home 
town and precinct! 

The victory of Congressman 
Randall illustrates several little 
things that are almost axiomat¬ 
ic. “Dry” weather may be said 
to be bad for Flowers—in spite 
of all the wets could do. Also, 
a hammer is an asset—provided 
it is in the hands of your oppon¬ 
ent. Also, the opposition of the 
Los Angeles Times is worth a 
nice bunch of votes to any can¬ 
didate. 

For six months Mr. Randall’s 
opponent has been trying to be¬ 
smirch him with the accusation 
of disloyalty and week-kneed 
pacifism, his oratory being ably 
seconded by the foul attacks of 
his principal newspaper sup¬ 
porter. The campaign was care¬ 
fully built around the plea that 
Randall had not supported the 
President, therefore the district 
should elect Flowers who would 
do it. And then came President 
Wilson’s telegram saying Mr. 
Randall’s course in congress had 
been of the highest value to the 
country and his defeat would be 
a distinct loss. The whole fabric 
of the Flowers campaign was de¬ 
molished by that one telegram. 
The vituperation was turned 
from Mr. Randall to the Presi¬ 
dent who suddenly liecame an 
autocrat and several other kinds 
of dangerous things. 

Two years ago Mr. Randall 
had the Republican as well as 
the Democratic and Prohibition 
nominations and then beat Bell 
by 24,000 votes. This year the 
vote was 50 per cent lighter and 
Mr. Flowers had the Republican 
nomination and still Mr. Randall 
had 8,000 votes to spare. It is 
estimated that the mere Repub¬ 
lican nomination is worth at 
least 20,000 votes to a candidate 
in this district. On that basis it 
would seem Flowers did not run 
as well as did Bell. 

“Flu” masks were the most 
unusual feature of election day 
in Sierra Madre. All members of 
election boards in the county 
had to wear them, whether they 
wished to do so or not— jus some 
did not. 

Counting of the ballots was a 
slow job, largely on account of 
the 25 propositions. None of the 
Sierra Madre boards finished its 
labors before daylight on Wed¬ 
nesday.
